Italy has gone ba« k to Giolitti, who 
hardly «lared appear on the streets f«»r 
f«*ar of violence a few years ago, be- 
eause it f«*lt the need oi strong l«*a«i 
ership and it knew there still 
was 
strength in this old man from

northern mountains. The whisperings, 
and 
in 
some 
instance* 
th«* 
open 
charges, that h«* ha«l been friendly to 
the enemi s of Italy during the war 
th«* linking of his name with that of 
Prince \ on 
Bu«*low 
th«* ex-kai-«*r’.i 
* pecial envoy to Italv 
all that wa 
overlook«*«! when Italy 
felt th«* in« 
Iterative !u»«*tl of a vigorous statesman 
to hi mg her «>ut of the near-anan b\ 
into which she has drifted sine«* pea«*«* 
came. 
For there is tremendous unre t in 
Italy. 
Profiteers are ram pant; work- 
ingni nt are «lissatisfied; the govern- 
mt nt has hel«l many soldiers with the 
colors for no oth«*r reason than that 
it feared to muster them out le it th«*y 
add to the unrest when they return- 
(<1 to civilian life. 
The national debt 
i< appalling and the taxes designed to 
l«*ssen it are being evaded. 
There is a 
diminishing respect for law. Someone 
hu«l to be found to take hold of 
the 
thing. 
And Italy, in its crisis, i<>l 
lowed the example of France when it 
was reeling unib-r the blows of Ger­ 
many by calling upon 
its 
veteran 
state man just as France «called upon 
Georges Clemenceau, 
Giolitti and G!enu*nceau are 
the 
same age. 
They wer«* old in the gam e 
of polities when most of the statesmen 
who had tried and fail«*«! in the crises 
where children. 
I hey both had been 
at the helm before and both w*«*re 
disillusioned. 
Perhaps 
it was 
this 
long experience of th«1 selfishness and 
cynicism of practical 
politi«*« 
that 
cause«! the sophisticated attitude that 
Signor Giolitti assumed at the begin­ 
ning of the world war in 1914. 
He 
could see only the material int«*r«*sts 
of Italy and he counseled that Italy 
stay out of the war. 
That attitude 
was very pleasing to the allies and 
distasteful to Germany and Austria, 
where then* was great 
indignation 
against the “ faithless’’ allies of the 
triple alliance. 
However, when Giolitti still hel<! out 
for neutrality at the time the alli«*s 
were seeking to get 
Italy into the 
war on their side and when, at the 
sam e time, the kaiser had Prince Von 
Buelow in Italy working every wile 
and influence to k«*«*p Italy neutral, 
th«* popularity of Giolitti slumped 
both with th«* allies and with hi 
fe- 
Itiw countrymen. 
There were «lemon* 
strations against him; he was 
d<* 
ppunced in th«* Italian parliament as 
a traitor and he was in danger 
of 
physical attack by his infuriated con­ 
stituents. 
But Giolittie, with the cold, calculat­ 
ing nature of the northern Italian, had 
figured it out that Italy should stand 
by while the other nations fought it 
out and then sin* would be in a posi­ 
tion to exact her demands from the 
war-weary belligerents, whether vic­ 
tor «ir vanquished 
with the com ipg 
of peace. 
Not a w ry lofty plane of 
statesm anship but even so not a sur­ 
prising one for a man who had known 
European politics intimately for half 
a century. 
Once Italy entered the war. howev­ 
er, Giolitti supported the war polity 
vigorously so far a- his public actions 
are concern«*«! at least, 
In a speech 
in the chammber of deputms in De­ 
cember 1917. he said: 
“ 1 have never 
supported and will never support

separate peace, Or any action which L 
not absolutely loyal to the 
allie 
And lit* concluded his speech thus: “ At

Giolitti is a

Corn Is one of the vegetables like 
potatoes th a t nc*arly everybody Ukt*s. 
There are any number of 
ways in which to serve 
it;

Corn Soup.—Chop one 
can of corn, adil one pint 
of boiling w ater and sim­ 
mer 20 m inutes; rub through a si«*ve. 
Sixuld one pint «>f milk with n slice of 
onion and remove the onion and add 
th«* milk t<» tin* com. 
Bind the soup 
witli two tablespoonfuls each of but­ 
ter and flour cooked tog«*ther.

Plain Corn Salad.—Drain a can of 
corn and season with m ustard nnd 
onion juice.

Corn Chowder.—T ak e one can of 
corn, four cupfuls of di«*ed potatoes, 
a one and one-half Inch cube of salt 
pork, four cupfuls of scalded inilk, 
eight milk crackers, i three tablespoon- 
fills of butter, one fsll<*«*d onion ami 
salt and pepper. CutDlie pork in small 
plod's and try out. A«l«l the onion ami 
ctwtk five minutes.¿stirring often. 
Par­ 
boil the potatoes five minutes, drain 
ami add to the fiat. tiu*n a«l«l two cup­ 
fuls of boiling w ater; «*ook until the 
potatoes ar«* s o f t; add <*«>m and milk, 
then heat to the hi>illng point. 
Season 
with *<ali ami i«*p|M*r, arid the butter 
and tin* <*ra«*k«*rs soald*d in hot milk to 
soften. 
Serve with the crackers on 
top of the chowder.

will serve six people. 
Mock Crab.— Melt four tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, add one-half cupful of 
flour. Mix one-halfReospoonful of salt 
with three-fourths of a teaspoonful of 
m ustard and a dash <»f paprika.

until well blende«!, then pour on grad­ 
ually on of and one-half cupfuls of milk.

«•an of corn, one egg ^lightly beaten 
and thr«*«* teaxpoonful» of Worcester­ 
shire sauce.
